countries and of the peoples to whom we send our 
missionaries; their characteristics, institutions, 
history; the history of missions that may have 
been introduced among them, and everything that 
can throw light upon *their circumstances, and 
give information that shall enable us wisely to in- 
augurate and skillfully to direct our missionary 
movements among them. In a few years these 
volumes become a large library, which should be 
carefully preserved. In addition to this, our mis- 
sionaries are frequently sending home from for- 
eign countries curiosities and relics which are 
illustrative of the idolatries, the superstitions, the 
habits of the people, and which are therefore use- 
ful to those who oh the direction of our mis- 
sionary movements. They also frequently send 
home mementoes or memorials of our sistersand 
brethren who died at their post, and who went 
from their field of labor and suffering to their 
rest and their reward. Now these volumes, relies, 
curiosities, mementoes, connected with our mis- 
sionary work and interest, should be preserved by 
us with care. 

There are also needed suftable rooms in which 
the Managers and Standing Committees may hold 
their regular meetings, and may with convenience 
and comfort perform their duties. These services 
are gratuitously rendered by the brethren compos- 
ing the board and the committees, and not only 
in order that the business may be well done do 
they need these accommodations, but it is due to 
them that they should be placed in circumstances 
where they can perform their functions with 
eonifort. 

There should also be a fire-proof room in which 
the papers and records of the Missionary Society 
can be kept. Some of these papers are titles to 
property. In establishing our missions in most 
fureign countries the board is under the necessity 
of first receiving and holding these titles. We 
have not, in those heathen countries, persons 
who can act as our trustees. In some cases the 
laws of the land will not permit such an arrange- 
ment. There is no way in which the titles to the 
properties thus acquired can be secured, but by 
their being held by the board here in New York; 
consequently we need a safe in which these pa- 
pers can be kept for the security of our property, 
Again, some of these papers relate to settlements 
made by the Society with the missionaries. The 
missionaries are in distant lands, and the treas- 
urer is here. Receipts cannot be passed at the 
tinie of settlement. It may require six months, 
it may require a year, before the papers can be 
passed from one party to the other and returned, 
and during all this time the security of the treas- 
urer here and the missionaries abroad, requires 
that there should be a safe place in which these 
papers may be kept and preserved.

CENTENARY MISSION HOUSE. 


The General Centenary Committee has placed 
nongst the ** connectional objects ” to receive the 

ntributions of the church this year, the building 
fa Mission Howse. 

The ladies of the New York branch of the 
\merican Ladies’ Centenary Association have re- 
wlved to make this the principal object to which 
they will devote their offerings. They do not pro- 
pose themselves to build the Mission House ; they 
propose to aid in this work. The enterprise, if it 
e carried out in a manner commensurate with its 

portance, would transcend their ability. But if 
twere practicable for them to do this whole work, 
tis not desirable that they should. It has been 

wed, by the authority of the church, among the 
mnectional objects, and it is desirable that the 

‘hole church should contribute to this purpose. 


All business men who know the variety and 
magnitude of the operations of our Missiona 
‘oeiety are prepared to admit at once the propri- 


tyand importance of this enterprise. The fact 
at most of the great benevolent associations of 
the day have provided themselves with similar 
lildings and accommodations, is an argument 
which commends this interest very strongly to the 
ilgment and approbation of all. The Wesleyan 
Methodists of England have in London a Cente- 
nary Hall, which has a spacious chapel in which 
‘ohold public meetings; appropriate rooms for 
the meetings of the board of managers and com- 
mittees; accommodations for the secretaries and 
treasurer; and has store room, where the bag- 
gage, goods and provisions of the missionaries 
ire received, repaecked and forwarded; in short, 
i building which answers all the purposes which 
should be met in the building we propose. In 
basle, Switzerland, may be seen the largest and 
host beautiful building which is possessed by the 
Protestant Church, costing there some four hun- 
lred thousand dollars. The American Board of 


But there is a higher interest than this. The 
records of the Missionary Society are important, 
not only to the Society and the church, but they 
are important to the public as well. The history 
of the world is to be a religious history. It has 
been measurably so in the past; not sufficiently, 
however, have God and religion been acknowl- 
edged in history. But who can write the history 
of this country and not acknowledge the influence 
which Christianity had in its discovery, in briug- 
ing the Puritan and Huguenot to settle it, in mold- 
ing and sustaining our institutions; the influence 
which Christianity has had upon our country the 
last five years, inspiring its patriotism and sustain- 
ing and nerving its patriots for the responsibilities 
and duties that have devolved upon them? No 
infidel can write the military history of the last 
five vears and not make Christianity prominent in 
that record. He might as well leave off its pages 
the names of our generals as to leave off the 
names of our chaplains; the names of subordi- 
nates in the army, as the names of ihe agents of 
the Christian Commission. 

And where are the records of the Sandwich 
Islands for the lash fifty yawee® Dhe petastpal 
records are not in Washington, neither are they 
in those islands. The important records of their 
history are in the archives of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions at Boston. 
Where is the history of Oregon? It is not at 
Washingion. Ii is at 199 Mulberry street. The 
most thrilling events, military and civil, a well 
as religious, relating to the early settlement of 
the Pacific Coast are in our archives. And who 
could write the history of India for the last twenty- 
five years, and ignore American missionaries and 
their influence and agency? or of China? or of 
any of the continents of the earth or islands of the 
sea in which there has been a history for the last 
fifty years? 

The future is to be as the past in this respect, 
and much more abundant. The history of the 
coming ages will be a religious history. Philan- 
thropy may perform its part, and patriotism ma, 
do its duty, but the diffusion of liberty, civil- 
zation, and religion throughout the world, is to be 
the rich fruitage of Christian toil. Christianity 
steps forth boldly and confidently on its mission. 
It is not that tame and cowering system which 
begs pardon of Satan and sinners for its intrusion 
into the world, and meekly and timidly craves 
permission quietly to remain here. No indeed! 
It is the manifestation of the mind and heart of 
God for humanity; and the church, with the in- 
spiration of the Spirit in her heart, and with the 
sword of the Spirit in her hand, is the militant 
power by which God intends to overthrow sin 
and error everywhere. This power is rising in 
the world, pose it is a tide that will never ebb. 
This stone cut out of the mountain without hands, 
in its evolutions, has gained such momenium that 





Commissioners for Foreign Missions has substan- 
tial, commodious, convenient and beautiful mis- 
ion premises. Many of our preachers and people 
ave looked with delight upon the stately building 
of the American Bible Society, which ornaments 
the city of New York while it contributes so 
largely to the spread of the Scriptures in this and 
in other lands. In it the society does all its 
printing and binding; it affords convenient rooms 
lor the meetings of the managers and committees, 
and supplies commodious and even elegant offices 
lor all the secretaries and treasurers of the Soci- 
ety; besides all which, the building contains stores 

ad offices, the rent of which brings sufficient 
revenues to pay the salaries of all the officers, and 
il other incidental expenses of the society, thus 
thabling the managers to appropriate all the 
lunds given them directly to the object for which 
they are contributed, 


‘OUR MISSION ROOMS.” 


The chureh has been accustomed for some years 
‘0 speak of the apartments in which the business 
f our Missionary Society is transacted as ‘* Our 
Mission Rooms,” but we trust the time draws near 
When we shall speak of them as such no more. 
They are unworthy of the church; they are in- 
\lequate to the wants of the Missionary Society, 
‘0 annoyance to the officers and managers who 
‘ceupy them, and it is high time that the church 
provided other and more appropriate accommoda- 
lions for her missionary services. Our Mission 
Building should afford store room forthe baggage, 
Provisions and goods which the Society is under 
the constant necessity of receiving and forward- 
ng to our missions in foreign Jands. It should 
0 provide suitable suites of rooms—say a small 
‘ting room and lodging rooms—to receive our 
mission families. When they come to New York 
’ sail for their fields of labor, they must spend 
several day sin the city to obtain their outfits, and 
hot unfrequently they are detained several days 
Hore Waiting for the departure of the vessel which 
this bear them far hence. They need during all 
ls Ume to be in constant intercourse with the 
Managers and officers of the Society, and these 
; es of rooms are indispensable to their com- 
“rable accommodation, Such rooms are also 
os “sary to accommodate the families of our 

“Slonaries who return. Almost uniformly they 
oT because of impaired health, and they fre- 
ently arrive at New York after the sufferings of 
ne and wearisome voyage.

it will never be stopped in its career; and who- 
ever seeks to hinder its progress, be he king or 
be he president, or pope, or unfaithful minister, or 
supple politician, will be dashed in pieces as a 
potter’s vessel. 

If these things are so—and who dares question 
them—then the meetings of our boards of mana- 

ers of our Missionary and Bible Socicties are as 
important, and have in them as much of the weal 
and destiny of humanity, as the meetings of the 
legislatures of these States; and, by consequence, 
their records are as important in the history of the 
world, and they will be of as much advantage to 
coming generations of the race as will be the 
journals of those State legislatures. The church 
is therefore called upon to give the means of pro- 
viding such a repository as shall securely preserve 
to all coming time the records of our missionary 
work. 

Offices are also needed for the secretaries and 
treasurer of the Society. The business of the So- 
ciety this year will amount to one million of dol- 
lars; and can that be properly transacted without 
convenient accommodations? But in estimating 
the importance of this subject look into the future. 
Our Missionary Society was organized in 1819. 
In 1846 its gross receipts were $89,528. Since 
that period, in the last twenty years, that amount 
has been increased tenfold, and if this year our 
business amounts to a million of dollars, the pro- 
portionate increase of the last twenty years will 
make it, in twenty years to come, ten millions a 
year. A great company of the present member- 
ship of the church will liye to see the time when 
our Missionary Society will expend ten million dol- 
lars a year, and employ ten thousand missionaries. 

Look at this matter a little further. In 1862 the 
receipts of the society were $239,540. In 1863 the 
receipts were $478,686, double those of the pre- 
ceding year. This year the receipts will be nearly 
if not quite, $1,000,000. Here then has been a 
doubling twice in four years ; and if the future be as 
the past, then in 1869 the receipts will be two mil- 
lions of dollars; in 1872, four millions; in 1875, 


eight millions; in 1878, sixteen millions. In 
twelve years from this time, onl growing as we 
have grow in the past, the Missionary Society 


will administer upon sixteen millions of money 





annually, and employ sixteen thousand or more 
missionaries. 

But this matter is not to be left merely to these 
results of arithmetical computation. The children 
of the church are now receiving lessons and in- 
structions that we did not receive in ee 
They are now taught the importance 0 s inter- 
cae are ales’ enamel and instructed to 
give. Benevolence grows by exercise, as much 
as any other human virtue. The knowledge which 
our children have on this subject will keep it be- 
fore their attention and in their interest, and in 
twenty years from this time these children will be 
the men and women of the church. Their benev- 
olence has been growing with their childhood and 
youth, and it has matured with their manhood; 
and what may we not expect from such a genera- 
tion of Christians? Moreover, we have now 




















facilities for carrying forward the work in the 
future which we had not in the past. Let the 
church consider the grandeur of our position. We 
have a million of soldiers in the field, and every 
one of them a deyotce of Christ and his cause ; we 
have another million of cadets in our schools, 


all matters relating to it. We need, | training for this office and work ; we have thirteen 
such books as are descriptive of the | thousand recruiting stations, and ¢ight thousand 








recruiting officers, and we have all this host mar- 
shaled. There is no district or circuit between 
the two oceans that is not organized and ready for 
the work. In this organization there is a power 
adequate to move the world ; and where this mar- 
shaled host shall make its stately steppings upon 
the earth, depend upon it the vibrations created 
will shake the very throne of hell, and the powers 
of darkness must give way before it. This mis- 
sionary work is no trifle. hen Jesus said to his 
church, “ Disciple the world,” “ Preach the gos- 
pel to every creature,” he used no hyperbole. It 
is an explicit, simple military order, and we must 
obey it literally and promptly, or stand court-mar- 
tial before our God. If the church makes up to 
this sublime thought with all these advantages 
and facilities to which we have referred, who can 
calculate the future ? 

With this prospect of enlargement, with the 
millions upon millions of money which are com- 
ing as certain as there is truth in the Bible and 
power ir the Spirit of God; and with these multi- 
plied thousands of missionaries, you can see what 
office accommodations are needed, what office 
facilities must be had; and the ehurch is ealled 
upon to give to our Secretary of War, his officers 
aud his archives ; to give to our Commissary Gen- 
eral, his store-rooms and facilities for carrying out 
his responsibilities ; to give to our volunteers who 
are coming and taking ship for their distant port 
and field of conflict, 2 temporary shelter; and to 
give to the disabled and sick, returning from the 
battle, a temporary hospital, that we may thus 
carry out appropriately and legitimately the work 
of this missionary organization. 

One thought more: This object of our Centena- 
ry support is pre-eminently connectional. Our Mis- 
sioaary Society permeates the whole church, and 
spreads its network over the whole land. The 
sixty-two Annual Conferences are all auxiliaries; 
nearly every society in these Annual Conferences 
is auxiliary to these auxiliaries, and nearly every 
Sunday School is a missionary association, con- 
nected either with the conference or the general 
association. Now here is our connectional mis- 
sionary work; and as the heart receives all the 
blood at the centre, and then sends it out again to 
the extremities, so our Missionary Society receives 
the contributions of the whole church from the 
most distant parts of it, even from our foreign 
mission fields, China, India, Germany, Scandina- 
via, Africa and South America. These moral cur- 
rents to and fro are the life of the church; they 
constitute the power of its growth, of its develop- 
ment, of its beauty, and of its interest. And con- 
sequently we ask all persons to aid in giving to 
our Missionary Society this Centenary Mission 
House. ‘There ought to be many noble contribu- 
tions to this object. There are men and women 
in the church who ought to give their five thou- 
sand, two thousand, one thousand, and down to 
lesser sums. There are men and women through- 
out the whole country who should contribute in 
like manner, and then when we have these larger 
contributions we will as gladly receive the widow’s 
mite and the children’s pence. 
_And now we will say to the whole church, i? you 
give to our noble society these mission premises, 
and then lift up your hearts in fervent, believing 
prayer to Almighty God for the baptism of the 
Missionary spirit to come upon us in this year of 
the Cenicnary celebration; we will accomplish 
the great avowed purpose of our church organiza- 
tion—spreading scriptural holiness over all lands ; 
and our monumental offering at our next Centen- 
nial celebration shall be a restored humanity ; and 
as i¢ comes up in the heavenly realm, it shall 
awaken the most glowing gratitude and praise of 
the spirits of the just made perfect. Anyels shall 
see it with adoring wonder, and God shall behold 
ic with infinite and eternal complacency.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
ITS NECESSITY. 

To the few short articles on Capital Punishment 
which I was permitted to lay before the readers 
of the Hegald last spring, Lintended to add another, 
showing that it is necessary to the protection of soci- 
ety; but the publication of the second and third 
papers was so long delayed, through the press of 
more important matter relating to the New Eng- 
land Convention, that I began to fear my bant- 
Jings would never see the light; and when at last 
they appeared, my interest in the subject had so 
far waned, or been supplanted by other subjects 
of thought, that I almost forgot to complete my 
purpose. Meantime my articles have been hon- 
ored with a criticism, fair and friendly for the 
most part, by one who signs himself ‘*G. A. B.,” 
to whom, had he furnished the public his name, I 
would esteem it a privilege to be permitted to 
reply. As he has not, however, and has abstained 
from so doing, probably from the desire, as inti- 
mated in the opening of his first article, to ** not 
provoke a reply,” it will not, of course, be ex- 
pected that I shall notice him further. Therefore, 
after the few more words originally designed to 
complete my treatment of the subject, which I 
did not think was very ‘‘ discursive,” though nec- 
essarily meagre and imperfect, I shall have done, 
unless my opponent chooses to meet me without 
his mask, and the courtesy of the Herald holds 
out equal to the sanguinary conflict. (Since the 
above was written my opponent has given a 
name, which, I understand, was misprinted.) 

Capital Punishment we believe to be necessary 
for the adequate protection of society. | We think 
it the one Heaven-appointed thing which can most 
effectually save the weak and defenseless from the 
ferocity of the murderer. Numerous instances 
are on record where desperadoes arrested have 
declared to their captors that they would murder 
them were it not for the fear that they would have 
to ‘swing for it.” Mark, we confine this punish- 
ment, as the word of God does, to one crime— 
deliberate murder. It is no argument against its 
efficiency to deter from that, to show that in coun- 
tries where it is inflicted for lesser crimes it fails 
to diminish the number of its victims. According 
to God’s legislation man forfeits life only by the 
willful, malicious taking of the life of his fellow 
creature. To deprive him of it for any less crime 
is unjust, and cannot but, like all injustice, be mis- 
chieyous. Take the country where stealing is 
punished with death ; the thief being caught, says 
to himself, “*I shall only suffer death if I kill my 
discoverer, and there is a possibility that I may 
thereby escape detection ;” and thus an induce- 
ment is held out to him to bécome a murderer. 
Again, take a country where no crime is punished 





with death, and the thiefabout be caught, says, 
“I shall only suffer impi\sontrent, gt worst, and 
if I kill I may escape detetion wholly ;” thus in 
this case, too, a premium ‘s ¢ffered for murder, 
But put this punishment wlere God puts it—let it 
be the fearful retribution ofthe ne monster crime 
of crimes, deliberate murder, aid it will be found 
& most necessary, salutary andeffective restraint. 
Thus restricted, it stands on tle immutable basis 
of the sense of justice in Unnecessarily 
cruel and sanguinary laws fai because they are 
not supported by the conscieices of men. But 
every man’s conscience apprwes the statute of 
the righteous Judge Eternal,‘ Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall hs blood be shed.” 
There never was a willful muglerer but felt, like 
Cain, that he deserved to 1 S life. We defy 
any person living to show*itom statistics that 
where Capital Punishment ha -been restricted as 
above, it has increased the nunber of murders. 
Let this false philanthropy,this mawkish sensi- 
bility, which would enlist the sympathies of the 
people on the side of the munlerer, instead of on 
that of his slaughtered victim which, if it has not 
the effect to procure immeditely the abrogation 
of the statute, has yet a tendancy to bring it into 
disrepute, to raise doubts d its expediency or 
justice, and so indispose jurie to return a verdict 
of *‘ guilty,” and governorsto sign death war- 
rants, and thus encourage in ciminals, and would- 
be criminals, hopes of escay>, and lessen their 
dread of coming to the galloys—let all this cease, 
and placing Capital Punishnent on the ground 
where it is put by divine appiintment, let convic- 
tion and execution be so certan that the murderer 
in taking the life of his victin shall virtually take 
his own life, and you have a/power of restraint 
over wicked men which nothhg else can give. 
But, say these pseudo phianthropists, we are 
for punishing the murderer nore than you are— 
we would imprison him for Ife. We ask this plain 
question: Is imprisonment fr life more dreaded 
than hanging? Not does it ause more suffering ; 
but is it more powerful to deer from crime? We 
know that for the class who tommit murder it has 
almost no terrors. To mary of them it would 
hold out the prospect of reief. What does im- 
prisonment for life mean? [t means in New York 
State imprisonment for six years. That is what 
imprisonments for life averige there, as the sta- 
tistics show. There is not a sane man alive, we 
think, who would not prefer solitary confinement 
in a dungeon, even if he vere sure it would be 
life-long, to death by the hand of the public hang- 
man. AndT cannot but fee! thai the advocates of 
such confinement are tnsincere wien they would 
substitute it for hanging, a: a worre prnishment. 
For this reason: There is a hitch in their logic; 
they say hanging is too severe, too barbirous, ii- 
consistent with the mild spirit of the gospel; and 
yet they would inilict on the mhappy sufferer a 
punishment in its stead which they say is worse— 
more to be dreaded.

BRO. NORTH'S FIGURES APPLIED TO THE 
NEW ENGLAND OONTERENCE. 
The faithful readers of our clurch papers havé 
noticed Bro. C. C. North’s very able and ingen- 
ious estimate of the probable amount of the Cen- 
tenary offerings of our church. In recent articles 
he makes it appear both probable and possible 
that these contributions will reach the sum ot 
$10,000,000. 
If this caleulation has been judiciously made, 
it is proper for us, as membersof the New Eng- 
land Conference, to inquire what is our part of this 
sum. It is very true that there are portions of the 
church whose average wealth is greater than ours. 
But it may not be amiss to calculate our share 03 
this amount on the basis which he has given, viz ; 
$10.00 per member, including probationers and 
local preachers. 
There were reported last spring 21,174 persons 
connected with our societies. Allow 1174 to be 
absentees. This would make our share of the 
Centenary Fund $200,000. The following calcu- 
lation will give this amount:

The Sunday School Children, about 24,662, will 
make up deficiencies for absentees, sick, ete. 

On this basis the sum for which we are to aim 
is $200,000. 

In this calculation it will be noticed that we 
make no account of members of our congrega- 
tions and outside friends, from both of which 
classes we shall doubtless realize valuable assis- 
tance. 

If any think Bishop Morris’s estimate is more 
reasonable, then the calculations can be easily va- 
ried, being one half as much, or $5.00 per mem- 
ber, and five millions of dollars in the total. On 
that basis the amount to be aimed at in the New 
England Conference would te $100,000. 

On this estimate the amount to be looked for 
in all New England would be $515,000, which 
would certainly be insufficient to meet the necessi- 
ties of our New England institutions, viz: the six 
seminaries in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Iand, the Wesleyan 
University and the Biblical Institute, to say noth- 
ing of Connectional Funds. | The Biblical Insti- 
tute needs $300,000, and the Wesleyan University 
‘needs $200,000 from New Epgland, besides what 





it will get from the New York and Troy Con- 
ferences. , 

When duly considered, Bro. North’s figures will 
appear just and reasonable, and $10,000,000 for 
the whole chureh, and $200,000 for the New Eng- 
land Conference, should be our mark. 

It will doubtless be said that it is easy to make 
these figures on paper. I am fully aware of the 
force of this thought. But shall we not have a 
mark to aim at? Shall we not endeavor to do a 
noble thing? Let it not be forgotten that we are 
establishing our institutions for the future, in the 
midst of a growing population, that great de- 
mands are upon us, and that we have been won- 
derfully blest of God in pecuniary and spiritual 
gifts. And all we hold in our hands is God’s. 

The 20,000 Methodists in the New England Con- 
ference can raise $200,000 as a Centenary offer- 


ing; and for one I have faith in them that they 
will do it. Try.

** Whom can we trust now?” | This was the sad 
question that Washington put to Knox and Lafay- 
ette when the documents found upon Andre, 
revealing the deep-laid treason of Arnold, were 
laid beforehim. This question arises in thousands 
of loyal hearts as they contemplate the apostasy of 
Seward, the treachery of Johnson, and the Lucifer- 
like fall of Beecher. 
The admonitory words of our Saviour arise in 
our minds as we pronounce these names, once 
towers of strength upon the battlements of free- 
dom, ‘‘Let him who thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall.” The philosophy of apostasy is 
generally very easily understood. The motive of 
Arnold’s betrayal of the sacred cause of his coun- 
try to her foes was plain as noonday : 
‘* They promised money, so he broke 
The last most sacred tie, 
And sold the Master whom he served, 
In mortal pangs to die.” 
Even a child will tell you that the perjured Pres- 
ident and his supple Secretary, through the vulgar 
motive of political ambition, have left the path of 


réctitude and honor to chase the ignis fatuus the 
HUAe 1. restaeney, cx tnoy bhawos hath fallen inta an 


horrible pit of scorn and infamy, whence there is 
no exit. 
But the downfall in the Plymouth Pulpit is not 
so easily explained. The case requires a much 
nicer analysis. Of course we must eliminate all 
mercenary motives, although we are aware that 
in ordinary cases the rapid accumulation of money, 
without a wide outlet of beneficence, tends to 
stimulate the acquisitive propensity. 
Nor cau it be that such fatuity has taken pos- 
session of the great pulpit orator of America, that 
he has come to regard any political preferment, 
even the highest in the gifi of the nation, equal to 
that throne of power on which he has stood for 
the last twenty years and swayed a moral sceptre 
over the whole land. Yet Satan on the moun- 
tain top presented just this temptation to Jesus— 
to barter off his spiritual dominion over men’s 
hearts for a secular dominion over their persons. 
It was a real temptation. The pride and pomp 
of power have a strange fascination over heads not 
usually accounted weak. Where Jesus stood firm 
Beecher may have fallen, but we do not believe 
him so weak or so foolish. 
It may not be so easy to exclude the third great 
motive which actuates great men, ‘‘that last 
infirmity of noble minds,” fame. It may be that 
the temptation was suggested to him in this form: 
‘+ Half a republic have applauded and admired 
you. Here is a grand opportunity to widen the 
area of your popularity by securing the applause 
of the other half, the rebels ; as for the negro, you 
have been his advocate so long that he belongs to 
you by right of possession; you carry him in your 
pocket. You may go down to immortality as the 
great pacificator of America, if you will in reality 
but not in profession, abandon that unpopular 
crotchet of negro championship, and leave the Afri- 
can unaided to develop his own manhood by the 
working of the natural laws of political economy, 
competition for his labor, the all-sufficient protec- 
tion of his person and guarantee of his rights. 
You can make the unrepentant rebels feel that 
you have true magnanimity by espousing their 
cause and pleading with your great oratorical 
powers for their immediate restoration to enlarged 
political power, and in so doing you can heap coals 
of fire on the heads of your country’s enemies.” 

Satan’s hook, ‘‘ my policy,” thus well concealed 
with the covering of a false magnanimity, is swal- 
lowed by Beecher, and suddenly he finds himself 
jerked from the free waters and dropped flounder- 
ing and gasping into the President's basket of 
copperheads and rattlesnakes.

From the Buffalo Correspondence of the Morn- 
ing Star we extract the following paragraphs, de- 
seriptive of the Convention of liquor dealers held 
in that city sometime since.

And such 
a parade. iles and miles of beer and whisky 
teams, loaded with men and women, barrels, bot- 
iles, demijohns, card tables and the parapherna- 
lia of drunkeries; and so they marched through 
the streets, drinking, reveling, swaggering, gam- 
bling, with music and streaming banners flying. 
Ten thousand people were in the throng, and the 
power of the traffic which wars against the best in- 
terests of society was fully demonstrated. Vari- 
ous devices adorned the wagons, to attract atten- 
tion and to set forth the real character of their 
business. There was on board the wagons plenty 
of beer and stronger drinks, and men employed in 
drinking it. There were men of bloated forms 
and red noses, and those upon whom the non-in- 
toxicating 2 lager began to have a very singu- 
lar effect. There were burlesques fy, eg temper- 
ance men and temperance efforts. One motto is 
characteristic: ‘‘He that loveth not wine is a 
fool.”

Combination 
among liquor men is the order of the day, and a 
hundred and fifty thousand of them in this State 
will stand (or stagger) as one against all re- 
straints of law, and they will control the Empire 
State in the coming election.

There are 28,000 Sis- 
ters of Mercy, 22,000 Franciscans, in en- 
d in nursing the sick; 10,000 Sisters of the 
fic 'y Heart, 8,000 Sisters of St. Joseph, 8,000 Sis- 
ters of our Lady, 8,000 Sisters of the Holy Cross, 
5,000 Sisters of the Order of St. Carlo Borromeo, 
ete. And with all this vast machinery the Roman 
Church is powerless to move the world spiritually 
or mentally.

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A TRIP TO MOOSEHILLOOK. 

Moosehillock, or as it is ‘sometimes written, 
Mooshillauk, is one of the finest mountains in 
New England. It'stands by itself, on the south- 
western edge of the Franconia and White Moun- 
tain range, in the town of Benton, N. H. ‘Its top 
is only about seven miles in a straight line from 
Mount Lafayette and the ‘Franconia Notch.” 
Its height above the level of the sea is variously 
estimated from 5,000 to 5,800 feet. As calculated 
by an engineer, the present season, it is 5,800 feet 
high. With 5,280 feet to the mile, we shall be 
safe in calling it a mile in height. Higher than 
Lafayette, among the New England mountains it 
is excelled in altitude only by Mount Washington, 
which is 6,226 feet above the sea level. Standing 
thus isolated, at the extreme southwest of the 
White Mountain range, the prospect from its sum- 
mit is the finest, most varied, and most beautiful 
to be found in New England, if not the most beau- 


tiful in the world. This verdict has been ren- 
dored the present Neacan har many ween 
directly from the summit of Mount Washington, 


some of whom had traveled extensively in Europe, 
crossing the Alps at several different points, The 
scenery from Mount Washington they say is, more 
grand and sublime, but less beautiful. European 
travelers say that they saw from Alpine summits 
nothing to compare in variety and beauty with the 
view from the top of Moosehillock,

These reports coming to our ears from a great 
variety of sources, and sojourning forja little sea- 
son near the place, our curiosity was excited to 
visit the mountain and take a look out from it with 
our own eyes. On the 11th and 12th of September 
that curiosity was gratificd. Rev. Josiah Hooper 
is the stationed Methodist preacher at Rumney, 
N.H. He is not only a-good, eloquent, accepta- 
ble and suecessful preacher of the word of Ged, 
but abounds in generous;deeds.

Twelve miles north from Rumney is the village 
of Warren, situated. on| the Boston, Coneord and 
Montreal Railroad. Here passengers leave the 
railroad, and journeying five miles eastward, they 
come to.the foot. of the mountain. Here is.afarm- 
house where,Mr. Nathaniel Merrill, 2d, has re- 
sided nearly, thirty years. Here the travelers par- 
take of an excellent dinner, which the lady of the 
house knows well how to prepare, after which on 
foot or on horseback they make the ascent to. the 
‘* Prospect House,” four miles distant, on the top 
of the mountain. On this occasion the Editor was 
mounted on a tall black horse, named .‘- Charlie.” 
Over the saddle had been spread a woolen blan- 
ket, anda bag with sweet potatoes in one end, and 
something which very much resembled a jug in 
the other. In this way.the proprietor is accus- 
tomed to transport in‘small parcels materials for 
the commissary department of the Prospect House. 
Thus mounted we probably looked very much like 
a soldier, for the company laughed. heartily, and 
wished they had a photograph, of the horse and 
his rider; but as no photographer, was present, 
we could not stop for a picture merely to gratify 
their love of the, beautiful. . When all was ready, 
the order was given for the eavalcade to move on. 
‘**Charlie”’ was ahead. The only means we had 
for urging“him forward was our umbrella, which 
we took in hand as a protection against the pros- 
pective rain. After trying fora tong time in vain 
to hurry his pace,.we inquired of the proprietor, 
who followed .om foot, if ** Charlie” was ever 
known to trot. _He reluctantly answered in the 
affirmative. We sought for no further proof ‘that 
day. We soon learned better than to attempt. to 
strike the horse with the umbrella, for it invariably 
came down ca-whack on the right wing of the bag 
where was the semblance of a jug without pro- 
ducing the least impression upon_his horgeship's 
sensibilities, We were just two hours and twenty- 
five minutes in making the ascent, with no ex- 
citing incident by the way except the fall of the 
parson’s horse, with the rider partially under him.

When about half way up the rain set in, and 
about three quarters of a mile from the summit 
we penetrated and entered into the bosom of the 
cloud..

The night wore shwly away, while the tempest 
without howled perptually, furiously driving the 
rain and clouds agaist the south side of our rock- 
built fortress, Theelock told the, morning hour 
with but feeble sigm of coming day.

abated. Eight o’chck came witha little light, 
and a slight veeringpf the wind towards the west. 
We venture a little way out into the blast, but 
soon fly back to thi.shelter of the walls of the 
house. The anxiousinguiry is, will the cloud lift 
or break during the ay? For the whole: party is 
determined. not,.to, eave, till a ** view is had. 
Nine o’clock comes,with increasing light... The 
mist is growing thimer. We eagerly watch for a 
rift in the cloud.. Istween nine and ten o'clock 
there is a slight breaing away.on the west side. 
Through the rifted chud far down we see the land. 
Beautiful, enchanting sight through the openings 
in the floating fleecyclouds.

LETTER FROM WASHINGTON. 

Mr. Eprrok:—You have probably seen an ac- 
coutit of the brutal attack upon some colored peo- 
ple at the camp meeting; held last week at Ship- 
ley’s Woods, near Hanover Switch, in Maryland, 
some 13 miles from Baltimore, and 35 miles from 
this city. The meeting was under the charge of 
the Rev. Dr. Lannahan, of the East Baltimore Con- 
ference, and the camp was composed of some 70 or 
80'téents for the white people, and three tents for 
the colored portion of the congregation, who were 
located in the rear of the preacher's stand by them- 
selves. Up to the last evening of the meeting the 
order had been excellent, and the meeting was de- 
elared to bé one of the best ever held in that sec- 
tion of country. But on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, the last day of the meeting, a lot of rowdies 
began to gather |from: Baltimore and, the adjacent 
country, and they soon became quite. noisy in their 
demonstations; especially near the tents of the 
colored people. Many of them were armed with 
clubs, and some of them displayed their pistols dur- 
ing the evening. While the negroes were engaged 
in their, prayer meetings they annoyed them very 
much. by: their loud talk and indecent language. 
They would burn some of them with their lighted 
cigars while at prayer, and throw watermelon 
rinds and other missiles at their heads. But just 
before midnight, while the brethen were engaged 
ina very interesting prayer meeting before the 
stand, where scores were bowel seeking religion, 
a serious collision occurred ‘between the rowdies 
and the blacks, and firing was heard near the tents 
of the negroes, when the latter rushed upon their 
assailants and drove them in front of the stand and 
across the camp ground, amid the wild screams of 
the women and children, who weré running in eve- 
ry direction to escape the ‘pistol shots which were 
flying. in every direction. A young man by the 
name of Benson, who was bowed before the stand 
seeking religion, was shot in the head, probably by 
a stray shot, the ball coming’ out near the mouth, 
nearly a fatal wound. Several others were wounded, 
but none of them mortally, so far as is known. In 
the meantime the rowdies returned upon the 
blacks, having been largely reinforced, but the 
former had mostly scattered into the woods by the 
advice of some of the preachers. But the despera- 
does came down upon their tents and burnt them 
with their trunks, etc. Unfortunately Dr. Lanahan 
had left the ground in the afternoon, and left the 
meeting in charge of a young preacher who had but 

ittle experience in such matters, although he did the 
best he could to preserve order. The matter is now 
undergoing an investigation before the civil au- 


thorities, a number of arrests having been made. 
But it is hardly probable that a fair trial will be 


had, and an impartial report made, as it is well 
known that most, if not all the ciwil officers in that 
section, are hostile to the blacks. 

Because some of the negroes were armed with 
pistols, etc., an attempt is being made to fix the 
blame of commencing the riot upon them. But 
after conversing with a number of our most intelli- 
gent and trustworthy brethren who witnessed the 
scene, I am fully convinced that the blame cannot 
be imputed to the negroes, who acted only on the 
defense after they had been grossly insulted. It is 
hoped, however, that all the facts will the brought 
out.

LETTER FROM LONDON. 








In turning my back on our own shores to cross 
the Atlantic for the first time, I felt some as I 
fancy Adam did when he went out of Eden. He 
was driven out, to be sure, while I went willingly, 
expecting to return again and find no flaming 
sword to keep the way; but for me, as for him, 


been obliged to make us even that annoyance, 
and hoping that it would not be so long, i. e. the 
strict supervision. ‘This is the way Ireland has 
been watched and kept under since last March, 
and any person who cannot clear himself of the 
slightest suspicion of Fenianism is thrust into 
prison, and there awaits the pleasure of fussy au- 
thorities, without any habeas corpus law to help 
him out of durance vile. 
Ireland is full of soldiers. The streets of her 
cities and towns everywhere, especially on the 
coast, swarm with scarlet coats. Forts that have 
been without any garrison for many years, have 
now a full complement. 
In about an hour the train took us from Kinsale 
to Cork, where we were at once besieged by a 
crowd of beggars, mostly children, but including 
all ages and both sexes. After finding our hotel, 
we took a jaunting car, a curious one horse, two 
wheeled carriage, very common here, and rode 
out to Blarney Castle, five miles west of the city. 
The scenery along the river Lee we found very 
beautiful. Arrived at the Castle, we obeyed the 
pilgrim’s custom, and paid our respects to the 
magic Blarney Stone, which is alluded to in the 
* Reliques of Father Prout :” 
« There is a stone there, 

That whoever kisses, 

O! he never misses 

To grow eloquent.” 
This eloquence, however, is unfortunately of that 
wheedling style which, even in America, we 
sometimes call blarney. The origin of the word is 
here, and is due to some popular poetry, which 
was intended as a burlesque upon some of those 
wordy ditties with which ignorant pedantry used 
to astonish the village circles. The Castle was 
built in the fifteenth century by the Countess of 
Desmond, and was long the residence of the Mc- 
Carthys. Cromwell was resisted here, and he 
is said to have planted his cannon on the hill- 
side just across the beautiful Blarney Lake, 
about half a mile from the Castle. Some of the 
effect of his fire is pointed out by the guide. The 
Castle is now a complete ruin, and large trees are 
grown in the old kitchen and drawing-room, 
around which the uncovered walls are still stand- 
ing. The donjon is one hundred and twenty feet 
high, and without heavy ordnance would seem 
to have been quite impregnable in its prime. A 
hard rain on our return to Cork did not prevent 
our retaining very pleasant recollections of Blar- 
ney Castle. Cork is a very interesting city in 
British eyes, but not in mine. It has a population 
of about eighty thousand, and supports no less 
than thirty-three pawnbrokers. I hardly need 
say more than this about the degraded condition 
of the people. A few pretty streets, and some 
fine public buildings—not the people—are the at- 
tractions of Cork. Queen’s College is a flourishing 
institution, with twenty-one professors, and has 
a beautiful site on a high rock on the south bank 
of the Lee. Itis an elegant structure in the Tu- 
dor Gothic style. 
Starting next for the famous Lakes of Killarney 
early in the morning, we arrived soon enough to 
visit Muckross Abbey, and a few other interesting 
places before dark. Oxf my way to Killarney, I 
firmly resolved that I would not go into ecstacies 
over any ordinary scenery just because it was the 
fashion, or because I had come far to look upon it. 
But here, tired with my long journey, on this first 
ride, I was praising the beautiful drives, the 
mountains, the lakes and the ruins without stint. 
And after seeing all—after riding in the saddle 
through the mountain passes, and rowing in a 
small boat through all the lakes—TI still confess 
the charm. 

Muckross Abbey is a beautiful ruin, consisting 
of a monastery and a church. The cloisters, in 
good preservation, surround the inner quadrangu- 
lar area, in the centre of which grows a magnifi- 
cent yew tree, giving by its thick shade a sombre 
appearance to the cloisters, The walls are mostly 
standing and are partly covered with Irish ivy, 
beautifying the ruin beyond description.

But now the spring had passed, and not a seed 
had been placed inthe ground. The summer had 
come and gone. Their gold had greatly increased ; 
but their stock of food was almost exhausted. 

The autumn opens upon them, and frightful 
famine stares them in the face, Their provisions 
are consumed, Not a field has been dug over 
and planted. Not a harvest waves under the 
gentle winds, or becomes golden under the ripening 
sun. 

Then it came to the minds of the foolish emi- 
grants how utterly worthless was all their gold. 
Heaps of it could not satisfy one hungry man. 
In the sight of masses of it, estimated to be of 
the value of millions of dollars, they must perish 
for lack of food. And now they see how the gold 
has cheated them. While digging for its useless 
treasures, they have thrown away priceless hours 
that might have been devoted to seed sowing and 
the cultivation of the earth. Had they not been 
beside themselves in the mines, they might now 
have had golden harvests that would have sup- 
plied all their wants, and comfortable homes for 
shelter in the storm. 
They rush frantically to cut down the trees, to 
dig up the roots, to open the soil, and to sow the 
seed. ~Alas, it is too late! ‘The frost has already 
stiffened the earth; the winds are howling from 
the north, and now bear upon their wings the 
chilling snows.

How the friends for whose sake he has given up 
his heavenly home and harvests now seem to 
mock him in their inability to offer him sympathy 
or succor! How his properiy, and his worldly 
ambition or pleasure lose their power to afford 
him comfort as the hour of death approaches him! 
How touching the despairing cry forced from his 
dying lips, ‘‘ The harvest is past, and the summer 
is ended, and I am not saved!”
